OXFORD AND CAMBRIDGE EIGHT-OARED RACE. 


Tuerx seems to be little doubt now that this year there will be no departare 
rom the almost-customary day, and that the race will be rowed on Saturday, 
March 19, when the tides will serve a little more favourably than usual, inas- 
auch as the start need not take place much before noon. Actual work at both 
Universities may be said to have commenced by the undermentioned crews, 
in neither of which are many further changes to be looked for :—~

to rejoin. The Cambridge crew went into strict training on Wednesday 
next, and there is little doubt will be able to. represent Cambridge in a more 
satisfactory manner that than of last year, though much hard work will have to 
be gone through. Mr. Hawkshaw, Trinity, President of the boat club, is un- 
waried in his endeavours to promote success, Messrs. Hoare and Morrison 
are doing the like on the banks of Isis. 


BOAT RACE ON THE IRWELLE. 


Towarps the latter end of last year an agreement was entered into, by 
which Edward Barratt and John Williams were matched against Stephen 
Butler and George Williamson, all of Manchester, to row for’ £100, in Wager 
boats, without coxwains. These men haye frequently contested events at the 
Manchester and Salford Regattas, and some, if not all, of their names are 
favourably known by their performances upon other, and distant, rivers. 
Those of our readers who take an interest in aquatic sports may remember 
that this match was originally fixed to come off on the Irwell on New Year's 
Day, when a spirited race took place for the stakes; but it then ended in a 
dispute, On. that occasion Butler and Williamson rowed past the winning 
mark about a boat's length in advance of Barratt and Williams, on which the 
last-named men entered a protest against their successful o ponents, on the 
ground that they had passed on the wrong aide of a guiding-buoy, placed 
near tho Pomona Gardens, The stakes were consequently withheld 
until the case had been investigated, and the opinion of Mr. R. 
Dawes (the referee) made known, all wagers made wpon the race being after- 
wards declared void. Mr. Dawes having inquired into the circumstances. and 
considered the objection raised by Barratt and Williams, ultimately decided 
that the men should again’ row for the sum at issue, and he named Saturday 
afternoon for the event. Consequently the match came off over the regatta 
course of the River Irwell, up the stream from Throstle Nest, roanding buoys 
placed near Regent-road-bridge and back, the entire distance being about two 
miles. Tho water was comparatively still, and the river was again buoyed 
along the cantre, Three o'clock was fixed for the contest, and at that hour a 
considerable number of spectators had assembled upon the Salford bank of the 
Irwell, and manifested much interest as to the result. The day was exceedingly 
fine, frosty, and soasonable; and, as on January Ist, Mr. Dawes again filled 
the judicial office, Mr. W. Riddihough acting as starter. The betting was 5 to 4 
on Butler, though 6 tod was wanted. Tho boats having taken their positions, 
Barrott's was on the Manchester, and Butler's on the Salford side of the river. 


Some delay took place, but at length, precisely at a quarter past four o'clock, the 
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flag was lowered, and the men got off on tolerably even terms, Sadi after- 
wards Barrett took a slight lead, but Butler came up, and, on passing the 
Pomona Gardens, the boats were bow-and-bow, each crew wie vigorously. 
Barrett then again shot little in front, but he in turn was headed by Butter, 
and one of the best races ever witnessed up the Irwell resulted in Barrett first 
arriving at the turning-buoys half a boat's length in advance. Each boat 
having got fairly round, and when about to commence the return voyage, a 
collision took place, many persons asserting that Butler had fouled Barrett, 
the latter subsequently raising his hand to indicate to his friends that ho 
felt confident the stakes would be awarded to him. A large majority 
of those present then quitted the river bank, being of opinion — that 
the race would again be postponed to a future day. Immediately 
on the rowers returning to the goal, however, Mr. Dawes summoned one man 
from each side, and having heard their statements, he appeared to think 
that neither crew was free from blame, and he ordered them to row the race 
over again in half an hour. More than that period having elapsed, the men, 
for the third time in this disputed contest, appeared at the starting point; it 
wags then quite dusk, the only relief from the dreariness of the scene being 
that the lamps on the high ground at ‘Throstle Nest reflected their rays on the 
bosom of the Irwell. The betting was 6 to 4 on Butler. Ata fow minutes 
before six o'clock a start took place, Barratt gaining a little advantage, but 
before the competitors had gone over 150 yds of the distance, Butler deprived 
him of the lead, though the former struggled gallantly for success. utler, 
however, kept on in front, arrived first at the buoys, and went round, though 
it was questioned whether Barratt did likewise. On the way down Butler and 
Williamson maintained their advantage, being about three-quarters of a 
boat's length ahead on passing the Pomona Gardens, and they eventually suc- 
ceeded in winning this long-pending, and twice-disputed race, by defeating 
Barratt and Williams by a length and o half,

THE FIGHT. 

Round 1—Tho higher ground was taken, 48 a matter of course, by Welsh, 
who had won the toss, and Jones looked considerably below his opponent in 
Consequence. The utmost caution was taken by both combatants before a 
solitary blow was struck; Jones sidled round his man to get into something 
like a better position, and showed a good deal of discretion in making advances 
under such deteriorating circumstances. When the West-end hero imagined 
he had a clear track, he stepped carefully over the uneven ground the combat 
was fixed for, and first exhibited that skillful earnestness of intention which 
Was indicative of future success, He dashed out his left for an opening, and 
missed his mark. Firm to the mark he had chosen, ho never left his adver 
Bary, and investedin right gallant fashion on the frontispicce, notwithstanding 
all efforts at countering with the dexter fingers of the Birmingham adven- 
turer, This state of things proceeded rapidly until they closed, without exterior 
damage, and, ulthongh Welsh looked the more burly of the twain, yet he 
lacked cleverness, and failing in his attempt-to give the other the crook, both 
fell toge ther, Bey?

SIGNS OF THE SEASON. 


As tho January frosts and fogs give way to the February glimpses of sun- 
shine and open weather, the thoughts of the “ world cricketical” are turned 
towards the “Signs of the Season.” And, without further prelude, I can 
assure my readers that never can I remember in an experience of some years 
duration, when the promises held forth of a prosperous season were brighter 
than atthe present time. There have been carpings on the part of writers in 
one or two journals, but they are of no earthly consequence, and only serve to 
show how miserably deficient these blatant croakers are in all those feelings 
which are the true tests of gentlemen and of cricketers. Of late there has 
been a great deal too much of that hypercritical feeling among writers on 
cricket, and I cannot think of anything which has done more to disturb the 
equanimity of cricketers—both professionals and amateurs-—than this very 
evil, which ought at once to be ened down and abolished. I can assure my 
readers that I shall do all in my power to carry out this principle, which very 
soon threatens to transform our cricket flelds into bear gardens. What, I ask, 
can possibly be the reason why this insane “ Oricket Parliament” has been 
thrust before the eyes of cricketers? Ta it simply to draw the attention of the 
public to a newspaper which Bell's Life has just dignified by the term Sensation 
Rag? or is it for the purpose of il ching all power and authority from the 
hands of the M.G.G., to place it within grasp of the Surrey Club? And I 
answer that it is done for both these pore 80 my readers will see how 
much the paper in question has the interests of cricketers at heart. With 
scarcely a single exception, all the sporting journals have taken tho same 
view of this matter oh have done, and, rather than that the idea should be 
carried, I know that many of our best cricketers would refuse to play for the 
delectation of the public any longer. But enough of this subject; and now 
let mo attend to more interesting topics. 

There has been no alteration of the abominable law which relates to high 
bowling. Well, we must mot despair; but, as Charles Mackay advises the 
down-trodden and unenfranchised mass of our countrymen— 

“Wait a little longer,” 
The coming season cannot fail, in my opinion, to demonstrate the extreme 
absurdity of continuing the obnoxious restriction, which, I don't hesitate to 
say, is condemned by nine-tenths of our best cricketing judges. Only give the 
alteration a trial, and I will stake my reputation upon the fact of its answering. 
These are no‘ the days when * pads" were unworn; these are not the days 
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whon batsmen werd chinisy at tho Wleket: theso ara not thé days whon 
grounds were bumpy and bad, and Iseo no possible reason, therefore, why the 
yvestriction should not be done away with. j 

The programme of the M.C.C. has been issued, as my readers are aware, 
and alihough not of quite so high an excellence as on some previous occasions 
itis a very good one indeed, and promises well for the London season, One 

tem, however, strikes mo in looking over the list. The match for the benefit 

of the “ Cricketers’ Fund,” between the All England and United Elevens, is 
jlxed for the 16th of May, but I am afraid that if the match ia to be made ap 
attractive and successful a8 usual the date will have to be altored, or some of 
our very finest players will not be able to contend, as it is hardly probable that 
the “ Australian team” will have arrived in England by that thne, and unless 
this he altered the match will certainly prove a failure, so that the M.O.0, will 
doubtless alter the date. 

The Surrey List has also boen issned, and ft is, beoond all question, one of 
the beat ever put forth. No fewer than twenty-four first-class matches have 
already been arranged, and there ja one which will prove an extraordinary 
attraction, and will give unqualified satiafaction to  phtriaebrethars © Notting- 
ham v. Surrey. Undoubtedly this will be the sensation contest of the season,

We have no desire to re-open the controversy on the “ Burrup difficulty,” but 
we cannot avoid protesting against the remarks of a contemporary, apropos of 
the renewal of the match between Notts and Surrey, which state, in other 
words, that the latter county has consented to Took over and forgive the con- 
duct of the former, and again to meet it in the cricket fleld. Observations like 
these are the least calculated to promote peace or a good. understanding, and 
they certainly savour very strongly of the source to which they may be attri- 
buted. The affectation of a forgiving spirit by Surrey, towards any other 
county, might prove extremely mischievous if if were not absolutely ludicrous. 
In the latter light we shall treat it, unlésa compelled by « reiteration of similar 
sentiments to believe that our contemporary and its supporters are desirous 
again to provoke hostilities. 

Te establishment of county clubs throughout the kingdom; and the energy 
displayed by the great portion of the supporters of so creditable a movement, 
must be highly jpratitying to all who haye the true interests of cricket at heart, 
Middlesex and Lancashire bid fair to prove great successes, and judging from 
the undeniable amount of talent possessed by each of those counties, we can 
perceive no reason why they should not bo able to enter the lists in friendly 
competition with the ether County Elevens of England. That ample funds, 
without which nothing can be done, will be forthcoming cannot be doubted in 
the cases we haye quoted, and indeed in others. This is a fact which naturally 
eauses much pleasure to ourselves, a8 wo were tho first journal to assert the 
utility, and Indeed the absolute necessity of county clubs. With regard to 
Yorkshire, its very size and strength appears to militate against its unity, and, 
although two programmes have already been put forward, the one from 
Sheffield and the other from York, wa do not. gather that any final action has 
been determined upon.
